To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in 
the County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs. You are hereby notified to meet at the 
Town House in said Town, on Tuesday the 13th day of 
March, 1928, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote, a Treas- 
urer, a Tax Collector, a Clerk, one or more, not exceeding 
three Highway Agents, Two Auditors, one Selectman for 
three years, two Library Trustees for three years, one 
Trustee of Trust funds for three years, and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of Money, 
as may be necessary to repair Highway and Bridges in 
said Town, For the Support of the Poor in said Town, 
and for the Public Library in said Town. 


3. To see what sums of Money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Maintenance, for 
Trunk Line Maintenance, for the Maintenance of the 
Ossipee Mountain Trunk Line Road, for Trunk Line 
Construction, for Trunk Line Reconstruction, and for 
State Aid Construction under the State Aid or Motor 
Vehicle Act. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, Three Hundred and Fifty Four Dollars and 
Thirty Six Cents ($354.36) for Electric Lights near 
Center Harbor Village, Greenes Corner, Moultonboro 
Corner, Holland St. and Goss Corner all in Moultonboro. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of Money necessary to secure State Aid for 
the suppression of the White Pine Blister Rust, such sum 
to be treated in the manner as a Joint State and Town 
Fund. 

6. To see what action the Town will vote to take 
in the matter of allowing a discount on Taxes paid before

12. To see if the Town will vote to help repair the 
Harvard Camp Road so called to Squam Lake, also a 
corner on the Sandwich road near the Mary Abbott place 
now owned by Wilber Emery. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to Discontinue the 
Shaker Jerry Road on Moultonboro Neck and open the 
Range Way from the James Day place to Coolidge Stan- 
tons, raise and appropriate Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) to repair the same. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to Observe the 150th 
Anniversary.
